ducts are now under construction and others 
about to be constructed, which if constructed 
will be required to be removed at great ex- 
pense in the event the Council shall deter- 
mine to compel the elevation of the roads. . 

Suspension of Viaduct Work Proposed. 

Phe resolution which followed provided that 
pending the determination of the manner in 
which the restoration of such séreets and high-

other structures intended to carry any street 
or highway over any railroads located upon 
the surface of such streets or highways and 
any ordinances, resolutions, or requirement 
of the Common Council to that end, be and 
the same shall be saspended. 

Ald. O’Neill moved the reference of his 
ordinance and his resolutions to the Railroad 
committee. But before the motion was put 
Ald. Burke protested against any attempt to 
block his favorite scheme fora viaduct over 
the Madison and Northern tracks at Halsted 
street. He said the railroads wauld generous- 
ly pay all land damages, and that they 
regretted not having built the viaduct last 
August. He gave notice that he would fight 
for the viaduct, because his constituents 
wanted it and also in the interest of human 
life. He would not cease his efforts until 
every railway crossing in his ward was prop- 


erly safeguarded. : Mr. Burke was applauded 


and then O’Neill’s ordinances and resolutions 
were referred. 

Ald. Gahan introduced an ordinance pro- 
viding for the appointment of patrolmen, 
whose special duty it would be to enforce the 
safety ordinances at the principal crossings of 
the Rock Island and Lake Shore roads in the 
Fifth and Twenty-ninth Waras.

Statement That President Greenhut Has 
Confessed to Its Being a Steck-Jobbing 
Scheme and Is Now Willing to. Mand in 
His Resignation—A Denial from a West- 

- ern Holder—The President's » Position 


Outlined—What Nelson’ Morris Says— 


Crisis in the Trust's Existénce. 

During a preliminary meeting of the direct- 
ors of the whisky trust, who are at the Audi- 
torium prepared to hold a session toddy, J. B. 
Greenhut offered to resign the Presidency of 
the company. This is positively stated by 
certain directors of the*trust. They further 
state ‘that this ,offer was not accepted, but 
that this fact does not mean that har- 
mony has been restored. On the contrary, 
there was every indication last night that 
this morning would. witness the stormiest 
gathering the directory has ever known. 
Those who éonstitute the opposition to 
President Greenhut were induced to make 
definite. statements regarding the state of 
affairs, but only upon the understanding that 
their naines should in n6 case be used. 

* This is a special meeting called by Green- 
hut himself,’’ said a stockholder last evening, 
“but the call was a mere’ bluff, thoroughly in 
keeping with the whole disgraceful proceed- 
ing which has led up to it. It is a. stock job- 
bing scheme from beginning to end 
worke@ by Nelson Morris, Greenhut, 
and their crowd. Greenhut has _practic- 
ally acknowledged just that to us and 
followed the confession 
resign, The members of the directory don’t 


want his resignation providing he will act . 


honestly and decently. They told him‘to put 
an end to his schemes an: hold his office until 
its term expires. But these men have either 
got tostop or be disgraced. The men who 
feel as 1 do own 70 percent of the stock and 
intend that public confjdence'shall be restored. 
There is no earthly reason for any decrease of 
confidence on the part of the - stockholders, 
The company was never more prosperous, 
its profits being about $10,000 a day. 
The. scheme to bear. the stock is 
disgraceful, but its end is reached, It was 
manipulated by Greenhut, partly dut of grati- 
tude to Nelson Morris, who suggested it. 
Greenhut amounted to nothing until Nelson 
Morris took him in to manage the whisky end 


of his cattle-feeding. That made Greenhut a 


man of athousand. He ig bright, energetic 
man, it is true, but when \there’s a dollar in 
sight we wouldn’t trust hit or his crowd for 
one second. This talk of a prosecution by 
the government is all nonsense. It’s merely a 
part of the general scheme to bear the mar- 
ket by frightening the stockholders, and then 
buy it back at a low price. I’m not sure that 
the alleged prosecution isn’t in on the deal.

A Westerh Holder's Denial. 

Interviews indicate more than passing in- 
ternal dissension. The meeting today will not 
only settle personal differences. Its result 
will bear'materially on the future life of the 
trust; and unless the most important conces- 
sions are made by the men who say that they 
hold 70 per cent @f the stock President Green- 
hut and his friends will’ withdraw. in this 
event it will be a fight betwed?the remuant of 
the trust and the men who made it. 

The statement made by a prominent West- 
ern holder exonerates the Western men of all 
jobbing charges, but fixes upon holders of 
“70 per cent of the stock ” a gigantic attempt 

inflate the certificates a subsequent 
plea to the Western men to help them unload. 
The refusal to do this ‘and the refusal of Pres- 
ident Greenhut and his friends to be a party 
to this enterprise, he says, has culminated in 
the attack of the Eastern holders upon the 
Western management, 

At the meeting to be held today President 
Greenhut and his friends will show their 
strength. It will probably be in the shape of 
two demands. First—That the price of spir- 
its be further lowered. Second—That the 
trust shail purchase at a cost of between 
$3,000,000 and $4,000,000 all the properties 
now leased *by it and on which the 
leases _ will expire May 1 This 
is a fruitless fight by the present man- 
ageme.t through the President and his coad- 
jutors against the hoklers of **70 per cent of 
the stock.’’ If it-1s met it will be met at a 
sacrifice by the latter, and if it is not met the 
way will be open to-an immediate resignation 
on the part of the President, which will mean 
a desperate and widely extended fight against 
those who have loaded themselves with stock 
at a figure as high as sixty-seven. 

President Greenhut’s Side of the Fight. 

President Greenhut’s side of the fight is 
thus related by a Western director who was 
seen last nigh at the Auditorium: 

’ Several months ago the present manage- 
ment went East and made an alliance with 
many if not all of the largest spirit dis- 
tributors to handle trust goods exclusively. 
These Eastern distributors were to get certain 
profitable rebates in return, and they in turn 
were to purthase certain/limited blocks of 
stock. Subsequently the management 
discovered that the —§ distributors had 
greatly exceeded the limit. agreed 
upon; In fact they were buying everything in 
sight, and stock was climbing upward to a 
fictitious value. President Greenhut and® 
others resented this, They have always held 
against inflated stock on | the ground that it 
was only encouragement for outside distillers. 
When stock reached 67 outside activity be- 
came markedly apparent. Distilleries began 
to spring up in all directions. This incensed 
Western holders who thought with Pres- 
ident Greenhut, and- every effort was 
made to counteract the movement. 
It had been a part of the plans of the manage- 
ment to solidify and cement the trust by tak- 
ing in all Western distributors as the Eastern 
ones had been enlisted, but the bad faith of 
the Eastern men made this impossible. 

“Then the West began to sell and the hold- 
ers out here unloaded. All offerings were 
readily taken in the East by those who 
had no idea whd  was- unloading. 
It was a bear movement to get stock down to 
its nor:nal value. Then came the Auditorium 
meeting. The Eastern men were more than 
indignant. Each side was accused of bad 
faith. President Greenhut showed figures to 
prove that the Eastern speculative policy was 
ruining the company, - It could have only one 
result, he urged, which was to heighten and 
widen competition, and he urged an immediate 
cut in the price of spirits, The victory of 
that meeting was with the West, and 
the East retired with only the solace of sup- 
pressed threats. The action of the West had 
had its effect, however, and the stock con- 
tinued to decline, Now President Greenhut 
has called this meeting to fight the issue to a 


finish. . It‘fheans that he will win or that he | 


will voluntarily retire before the annual meet- 
ing. He will insist on such measures as will 
make further outside competition well-nigh 
impossible. Not content with this he will in- 
sist that the stock be given tone and strength

SCORES THE TRUST. 
C. T. YERKES TALKS FCR THE 
ECONOMIC GAS: COMPANY. 


He Says There Has Been No Sale and ‘the 
Stories of Such a Transaction Are In- | 
spired with Malicious Intent—The Mem- 
bers of the Trust Declared to Be Trying 
to Down Their Rival by Dishonorable 
Means—Street-Car Matters Considered— 
“LL” Roads Disapproved., 


Charles T. Yerkes not only denies that the 
Economic Gas company has been: absorbed 
by the gas trust, but asserts that the gas 
trust people and the Economic people are 
deadly enemies. 

In denying that such a deal was on Mr. 
Yerkes went somewhat at length into the 
early history of the gas‘ trust, ana scored 
some of the promoters of the scheme without 
mercy. Being interrogated concerning the 
reported sale of the Economic company, Mr. 
Yerkes said: cool 

“There has been no sale that I know of. 
The fact is the stock is much divided and 


is ridiculous. No one can sell the Economic 
property. ‘lhe stock is divided into a great 
many parts and any one to get possession of 
the property would have to buy all those dif- 
ferent parts, A tale similar to that which I 
saw in THe Trisung I heard in Néw York 
ten days ago. You see thesé people are stock 
speculators and they get up all kinds of tales 
to rig the market with. There was one tale 
that was told as a fact at the time they is- 
sued the report of last year’s business to 
the effect that the company was imak- 
ing enough money to pay a 7 per cent 
dividend; that there was no danger of 
any suits as there used to be; that they con- 
trolled the press of Chicago and the adminis- 
tratior at the City Hall, and therefore it was a 
good thing for any one to buy this cheap stock 
at $75 per share, for it was sure to go to a 
great deal over $100. You would hear that in 
pretty nearly all of the brokers’ offices. When 
you would go to some of the heads of the pool 
and ask them whether that was so, they would 
reiterate it without. any compunctions what- 
ever. Mr. Benedict and his colleagues have 
made. their boasts of that over and over 
again. Of. course we know that it is 
not a fact. At least, we are satisfied 
itis not. Stock speculators bank on the tales 
they can get the public to believe. They say 
they do not care anything about the Econom. 
ic company; it does not amount to any- 
thing, and at the same time they are using 
their utmost endeavors to thwart the inten- 
tions of the parties who are connected with 
the Economic company. They talk about a 
$7,000,000 suit. We were threatened with it* 
last September, but it has never been brought.”’ } 
The Threatend Suit. 

* What about that $7,000,000 suit?” 
“This threatened suit was based on the fact 
that the Chicago Gaslight ‘and Coke company 
some years ago deciared a dividend of 150 per 
cent its capital stock. So touch of a dividend 
was declared for this reason: The persons 
who purchased the Chicago Gaslight and Coke 
company stock intended to” run it.as an inde- 
pendent company. They had no idea of com- 
bining with the others when the scheme to 
buy the stock was first promulgated. How-. 
before the trade was all 
finished, on the threats of bidding 
up the price, other parties were let into the 
deal. These people then intended to have a 
combine of the Consumers’ and the Chicago 
Gaslight and Coke company. When this was 
suggested ‘along came the parties who were 
ontrolling ‘the ge com pany—which 
‘gotten up.asa blackmailing scheme and

they would not let them in there would be a 
lively time. Some of the men connected 
with the deal concluded best to allow the 
Equitable company to come in and form the 
trust. They then concluded to take in the 
People’s company, which ended the quartet 
and comprised all of the gas companies of 
Chicago. . . 

** All of the gas companies with the excep- 
tion of the Chicago Gaslight and Coke com- 
pany were loaded with debt. The bonds of 
the Equitable company and the People’s com- 
pany had been taken out bodily. The latter 
company had never paid a dividend and the 
former company was running behind continu- 
ally, in fact was getting more and more in 
debt every day. The Consumers’ company. 
had been sold out on foreclosure, and in pur- 
chasing the old concern and providing for the 
debts the new concern was also loaded with 
bonds. At tne suggestion of these very peo- 
ple who are talking about bringing the suit, 
the dividend, of the surplus earnings and 
value of the plant of the Chicago Gaslight 
and Coke company was made and bonds 
issued and sold with which to reimburse the 
company fur moneys spent in improvements 
amd extensions. This was done to somewhat 
equalize the debts of the company, but the- 
fact is if the Chicago Gaslight and Coke com- 
pany had issued $15,000,000 of bonds, instead 
of $7,000,000 it could not even then have equal- 
ized the debt of the other companies,, This is 
shown now from the fact that the Chicago 
Gaslight and Coke company earns more than 
haif of ail the money that is paid to the stock- 
holders of the gas trust, besides paying the 
interest on these bonds. 

The Gist of the Matter. 

‘To sum up, the New York crowd had their ' 
own concern loaded with debt, put the pro- 
ceeds in their pockets, forced themselves into 
the trust, compelled an equalization of it, and 
then talk about bringing suit against the par- 
ties who did the equalizing. In my opinion 
the sooner that suit is brought the better, be- 
cause we want to turn out all of the financier- 
ing of this whole business, and I challenge 
the whole of the different companies 
to show their books and come  be- 
fore the public or the courts § and 
show just what the transactions have been. It 
will demonstrate the fact that the business of 
the Chicago Gaslight and Coke ‘company has 


business of the People’s company and the 
Equitable company will show some of the 
greatest rascality that has ever been’ perpe- 
trated in the City of Chicago. You know it 
was a favorite scheme of Fagin, in order to 
divert suspicion, to have the boys when they 
stole a thing to run and cry ‘Stop thief,” so 
as to divert the attention of the peoplé from 
the real thieves. 

‘* These people are‘afraid of the Economic 
company going into business. They know 
that as soon as the Economic company com- 
mences to seil gas at $1 they are bound 
to do it, and the difference between $1 a thou- 
sand and the price which they are getting for 
their gas will make sucha difference to them 
that it is doubtful whether they will be able to 
pay any dividends whatever. 

‘‘Those gas trust people in New York have 
a great contempt for Chicago, They say un- 
der our ‘frontier law’—thatis a favorite ex- 
pression of theirs—they can do anything. They 
think they have a soft thing here, and they 


have.”’

Concerning Ald, Cullerton’s scheme to ex-

President Yerkes had this to say: “People 
generally go about where they want to and 
have things to suit themselves. If they wish 
railroads to go to the heart_of the city and 
the roads are able to do it there is no doubt 
that it has to be done. 

‘*Why shouldn’t it to beso? Nothing pro- 
claims Chicago to be the great metropolitan 
city it is so much as the scenes. seen daily in 
what we call the heart of the city. If I want 
to impress a stranger in Chicago all I have to 
do is to make an appointment to meet him at 
La Salle and Randolph streets at 5:30in the 
afternoon. It makes him open his eyes.” 

Expects Good Suggestions. 

At the meeting of the joint Council and citi- 
zens’ committee Wednesday reports will be 
received from subcommittees. Mr. Yerkes 
said regarding this meeting: ‘*I suppose we 
will hear some good suggestions then. Some 
wiil be practicable and some totally impracti- 
cable.” 

Mr. Yerkes said also that he had just re- 
ceived acar which he thought possessed une- 
qualed facilities for the prompt handling of 
passengers. ‘“‘ Passengers are not compelled 
to push their way. through -a crowd on the 
platform but. get on and off _ at 
the corners,” he said. “It is more 
comfortable for women and it saves time too. 
Two corners are always available, gates being 
placed on one side of the car. All closed cars 
will be built in this way hereafter. They will 
have the same capacity as our present cars of 
the twenty-one foot pattern.” 3

PROPORTIONAL REPRESENTATION IN 
THE SENATE, 

The Indianapolis Sentinel is opposed to any 
change in the present method of Senatorial 
representation. It prefers that Indiana with 
apopulation of two and a quarter millions 
and increasi rapidly .in numbers should 
have no gredter voting power in the Senate 
than Nevada with a population of 45,000 and 
with no present probability of a greater num- 
ber. The Sentinel wishes that for all time to 
come New York, Pennsylvania, Illinois, and 
Ohio should be neutralized in the Senate by 
Rhode Island; Delaware, Idaho, and Florida. 
This is its objection to a change: 

We think the serious objection is the lessening 
of the power of the States as States, It is imag- 
ined by many that the State rights doctrine is a 
thing of the past, but we believe it is destined 
to play a very- important part in the future. It 
must come into ominence in the struggle for 
local self-govérnment against the encroachments 
of Federal power, and the time is not distant 
when local feeling will break down present party 
alignments and force new ones. The necessity 
for recognition of the States and upholding them 
as necessary factors in the system of checks and 
balances founded by the makers of the Constitu- 
tion will be sufficient to prevent any change in 
Senatorial representation. 

The assumption is that “ Federal power ”’ 
may encroach on lozal self-government, and 
that its encroachments can best be resisted by 
retaining the equality of the States in the 
Senate. As proportional representation in 
that body would add to the strength of the 
large States and lower comparatively that of 
the small ones, it appears that the Sentinel 
thinks the large States would be more 
prompt to yield to Federal encroachments on 
their rights than the small ones—that In- 
diana, for instance, would allow its right of 
local self-government to be interfered with 
while Colorado would not, and that Virginia 
would be less sensitive on the subject than 
North Dakota. Those may believe that who 
please. 

If there have been “encroachments of Fed- 
eral power ’”’ in the past it is plain that the 
equal representation of the States in the Sen- 
ate did not prevent them. It will be found on 
examination that small States voted for these 
“encroachments ’’ as well as large ones. So 
has it been in the past and so will it be in the 
future. 

Suppose the Senate were reconstructed as 
suggested by Taz Trrspunr, the Senators be- 
ing elected by the people and the more popu- 
lous States given increased representation. 
Where then would the ‘ Federal power ’”’ the 
Sentinel dreads be vested? In a House of 
Representatives chosen by the people of the 
States by districts, and a Senate chosen by 
the mass of the voters of each State. What 
reason would there be for fearing encroach- 
ments by such representatives of the people 
on their own right to local self-government? 
And why should the representatives of Indi- 
ana, Illinois, and the other large States be the 
ones most likely to commit encroachménts? 

The Sentinel seems to think that the small 
States are more to be trusted than the large 
ones—that they have more virtue, more true 
republicanism, and therefore ought to have 
disproportionate strength in the Senate. It 
does not, however, give any facts to support 
its contention. 
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"FILTH AND ) DISEASE. 

It matters little to the sufferer whether bis 
disease be caused by a living animal or vege- 
table organism, or by the dead product of 
either of these. It may interest him after he 
gets well to be informed as to the exact entity 
or conditions that troubled him, and he may 
look back upon vhis affliction with as much 
wonder as did Christian after he had passed - 
through the Valley of the Shadow of Death. 
If he succumbs to the disorder the curiosity 
of the physician may be ailayed by the autop- 
sy, but to the person who does not wish to be 
sick and is anxious to take all reasonable pre- 
cautions against it infermation as to the 
things or conditions that usually cause bodily 
derangements is welcome as the most valua- 
ble that could be imparted to him. 

A wealth of this means of becoming wise is 
couched in a single sentence uttered last week 
by Dr. Bayard Holmes before the Evolution 
club in this city. Said he: “If man insists 
un drinking out of his cesspool] or catch-basin 
he will expose himself to yellow-fever in Vera 
Cruz, to cholera in Calcutta, to malaria in 
New Orleans, and the typhoid-fever in Chica- 
go.”” There is the fact in space small enough 
to be compressed into a nutshell. Be it Short 
or long bacilli swarmimg by the million in the 
vitals and eating them away, or a few specks 
of dead matter thrown off from the organism 
of a human animal, the result is pretty much 
the same, varying according to locality, but 
about equally dangerous. Drink’the contenfs 
of the cesspool! or catch-basin, even in highly 
diluted form, and’ you are menaced with some 
form of fever. Breathe the gases escaping 
from their contents and there is danger, 
though not nearly so great. Avoid receiving 
any portion of the contents into the system 
through mouth or nose or allowing them to 
sogk in through the pores of the skin for want 
of a wholesorie ablution, and you are meas- 
urablysafe, There is still some risk of bodily 
disorder arising from sudden changes of tem- 
perature (especially thoSe originating in 
damp), from otherwise unwholesome ‘food or 
drink, and from accident; but all these put 
together probably constitute but a small mi- 
nority of the agencies that cause dangerous 
disease, while sewerage filth entering the hu- 
man frame through the mouth, nose, or skin 
constitutes in itself the majority. 

No stronger argument than is furnished in 
this fact could be adduced to show the abso- 
ute peseeayh of insuring pure water from = | 


possible moment. If the sewage of the city 
spread out to the neighborhood of -he tunnel 
intakes they should be extended far enough 
to obviate the mischief, or the sewage should 
be ‘prevented from going there, or both. 
Needless delay in either case is not only 
fraught with danger to the health of the 
people, but it is criminal on the part of those 
who are responsible for it. Every day that 
the Drainage Trustees unnecessarily defer the 
aecomplishmeut of the work they are charged 
to carry out. witnesses the death of many resi- 
dents of this city, the demise of some of them 
deing traceable to the one fantily of filth dis- 
eases, It matters not whether that delay be 
due to’ an attempted vindication of wounced 
pride, a sense of professional dignity, sheer 
cussedness, or simply laziness, the dilatory 
ones are equally culpable and equally deserv- 
ing of punishment. So with the extension of 
one or more of the tunnels far enough into 
the lake for safety. Every day that impure 
water is unnecessarily brought into the city 
through tunnels that are too short is a day 
not alone of danger, but of death. The filthy 
emanations from the human body are allowed 
to return to it before having performed a suf- 
ficiently extensive tour thruugh the realm of 
nature to render them innocuous, and the re- 
sult is fatal. The official who can fritter away 
his time with such facts demanding his action 
is criminally eulpable, 
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WHERE WILL COOLEY GET 600,000 CUBIC 
FEET OF WATER! 

At the meeting of the Drainage Board Sat- 
urday the Chicf Engineer was directed to 
make a map of the river and South Branch, 
“and submit a plan for the improvement of the 
same so as to pass not less than 300,000 cubic 
feet per minute between the lake and Ashland 
avenue without endangering the stability of the 
channel ’—deepening it so much as to under- 
mine buildings on its banks—“‘ or material in- 
jury to the interests of navigation ’’—causing 
so rapid a current asto make vessels unman- 
ageable. 

In his remarks on this resolution Mr. 
Cooley said: 

The main reason for the map was to enable the 
board to prevent the placing of obstructions in 
the channel which might. require millions to re- 
‘move when the board got ready to use the river 
as its main drainage chanriel. Already the city 
had thoughtlessly placed many such obstructions 
in the channel which would require from $209,000 
to $1,000,000 to remove. 


A Cooley paper says: 

Anything and everything were done to got 
bridges at the command of traffic. The result is 
that in two instantes, at least, it will cost mill- 
ions of dollars to widen the river and rebuild 
bridges before 300,000 cubic feet of water, the 
least amount which the Drainage Trustees must 
have for their channel, can be passed through 
the river and still allow nayigation. 

Accotding to tnese statements it will: take 

emany millions so to improve the river and the 

South Branch as to pass 300,000 cubic feet of 
water per minute through it into the drainage 
channel. Tar JIrreune believes that Mr. 
Cooley exaggerates the cost, but that subject 
is not under cohsideration at present, 

The point 1s this: Mr. Cooley insists on the 
cutting of a roek channel for fifteen miles with 
a capacity of 600,000 cubic feet per minute, and 
says that that much water must be poured 
into itfrom Lake Michigan. He has told 
how he will get 300,000 cubic feet through the 
Chicago River, and declares that it will require 
an enormous outlay of’ money to get that 
much, But he does not say how the remain- 
ing 300,000 cubic feet are to be furnished, or 
at what cost. He leaves still unanswered ‘the 
question which every common sense man in 
the district is asking: ‘“‘Why construct a 
double-capacity rock-cut. at an extra cost of 
millions before it is known how the water to 
fill it with isto be had?”’ There is nothing 
ambiguous about Mr. Cooley’s position. He 
has said that the sewage of this city should have. 
a dilution of 600,000 cubic feet a minute, but he 

,cannot be coaxed into telling how that water 
is to be had. Such a dilution is twice as large 
as is necessary, but Mr. Cooley says the chan- 
nel must be cut on that basis. 

How can the remaining 300,000 cubic feet be 
supplied to the drainage channel? There is 
no other method than by giving it connection * 
with the lake in addition to the Chicago River. 
Such a feeder or channel must be constructed 
across Hyde Park and Lake. If it is not 
made the double-capacity rock-cut will be a 
monument to wasted millions. It becomes 

| interesting to know therefore what the cost 
will be of a canal across Lake and Hyde Park. 

Mr. Cooley has favored the public with no 

estimates. 

It is evident that the cost of a ship canal 
with eighteen feet of water from the lake to 
the drainage channel would exceed twenty 
millions, one of the great causes of expense 
being the numerous railroad tracks which 
would have to be crossed. The attorney 
for the board gave an opinion Satur- 
day that the burden of constructing 
and maintaining any swing . bridges 
across channels constructed by the Drainage 
Trustees would fall on the Sanitary District. 
Mr. Cooley objected to the cut which the old 
board proposed to make from .the South 
Fork and Thirty-ninth street westwari be- 
cause no provision was made for swing 
bridges. He -evidently considers them a 
necessity for the Hyde Park-Lake ship canal 
he will have to construct to furnish the extra 
300,000 cubie feet. Persons who know what 
such bridges cust now and the expense of 
operating them, and who are familiar with 
the number of roads entering the city be- 
tween the lake and the I)linois and Michigan 
Canal, can figure out the cost 3 this one item 
of expenditure. 

Mr. Cooley is not a taxpayer in the Sanitary 
District. He doesnot care how much money 
is spent. “ None of it comes out of his pocket. 
It is nothing to him if ten or. twelve’ millions 
are squandered on unnecessary. rock-work or 
twenty millions or more on a supplemental 
canal. It does not adda cent to his téxes. 
But those who will have to bear the Desk of 
these follies, if they are carried out, will be 
heard from in due time, and will put a sum- 
mary end tothe plans of this man who 1s 
intending to make so free peels other people’s¢ 
money. 


THE MAYOR ON ELEVATED TERMINALS. 

Mayor ‘Vashburne has returned from New 
York filled with the idea that the steam rail- 
road companies ought to be compelled to ele- 
vate their tracks within®the city limits. At 
the same time he announces himself abso- 
lutely opposed to’ the further construction of 
viaducts. It may be that the Mayor is incor- 
rectly reported. 

In some cases viaducts seem to be more de- 
sirable than the elevation of tracks. Take the 
case of the trunk lines which run along the 
western bank of the river and east Canal 
street. To elevate those tracks would mean 
the destruction of viaducts at Adams, Jack- 
son, Van Buren, Harrison, Taylor, Poik, 
Twelfth, and Eighteenth streets. Not only 
that, it would mean the expensive remodeling 
of the bridges across the river on those thor- 
oughfares. And yet the crossings could not 
be made safer. Mayor Washburne surely 
would not propose the elevation of the tracks 
along this trunk line. And it is quite doybt- 
ful whether he would advocate the Liivalen 
of the tracks along Kinzie or Sixteenth street. 
The’erection of about half a dozen viaducts 
along these routes will render ‘the crossings 
sufficiently safe to all intents -and purposes. 
The cost of the additional viaducts will not be 
20 per cent of the cost of track elevation.

track aisle i is nat only more feasible but 
much more economical than viaduct building. 

This is the case with the Illinois Central 
tracks after they turn southwestward from 
the lake shore at ‘Fifty-first street, the Lake 
Shore and Rock Islarid routes, the Fort Wayne 
and Western Indiana routes, and the lines of 
the Chicago and Alton, Madison and North- 
ern, and Santa Fé to Brighton Park. Except 
in the case of the Fort Wayne the elevation of 
the tracks of those lines would interfere with 
no viaducts. There are no viaducts along the 
routes nained. The Fort Wayne would only 
have to pull down two recently constructed at 
Thirty-first and Thirty-fifth streets, It would 
be cheaper to do that and elevate the tracks 
than to put in the score of viaducts necessary’ 
between Archer avenue and the city limits to 
span the Fort Wayne tracks and render them 
comparatively safe. As to the other lines 
named track elevation cannot be enforced too 
soon in the interest of public safety. Mayor 
Washburne is right in protesting against the 
proposed viaduct over the Madison and North- 
ern at Halsted street. It is urged now in the 
interest of obstruction and to hamper the ex- 
periment of track elevation, which ought to 
have fuil and free play. It will be wiser for 
thé Mayor to take this question up in detail.

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‘DEATH oF SPURGEON, 

The death of the Rev. C. H. Spurgeon at 
Mentone, in the south of France, whither he 
had gone for the restoration of his health 
after his long illness, removes from the Bap- 
tist ministry of England its most eminent and 
useful representative and a preacher whose 
fame was world wide. His sickness covered a 
period of many months, but his constitution 
was so robust ana’he had made such a gallant 
fight for his life that when he convalesced 
sufficiently to ve removed from London to 
Mentone his friends had strony hopes that he 
would recover; but he had not been long in 
a milder climate before the insidious disease 
again secured the ascendency and he was un- 
able to rally from the second attack. 

The famous divine came from a preaching 
family, his father and grandfather having 
beeri ministers before him. He himself was 
but 19 years of age when he first appeared in 
the pulpit. His success was phenomenal. 
Crowds were turned away, and soon larger 
quarters were had and he preached to congre- 
gations measured by thousands. His serinons 
were printed every week, and this gained a 
large circulation all over the world for them. 
At last the well-known Tabernacle was erected 
for him, and there he had ministered to large 
audiences for thirty years with ever-growing 
fame, notwithstanding his conservatism in 
doctrine. He was what is popularly called in 
this country “‘a hard-shell Baptist.’’ He held 
tenaciously not only to the old Baptist doc- 
trines but to every text in the Bible in its lit- 
eral meaning, and thus resisted every impulse 
toward progress or more rational interpreta- 
tion. He always fought science and resisted 
its inroads on old-fashioned orthodoxy, and 
earried his conservatism to such an ‘extent 
that he withdreW from the Baptist Union of 
Great Britain because it had yielded in some 
points and retained persons in its membership 
who were non grata-to the rigidly orthodox. 

Outside of the pulpit he was also a power 
for good. He founded a seminarv forthe 
training of ministers. He opened and sup- 
ported an orphanage. He gave the surplus of 
his earnings to those in need. He sympa- 
thized deeply with the poor and was the 
friend of the toilers. The universal esteem in 
which he was héld was shown at the time of 
the celebration of his jubilee, when all classes 
and all denominations from the nobility down 
turned out to do him honor and to testify to 
their respect for him as a minister and their 
luve for him as a distributer of noble chari- 
ties. Througheut his long ministrations not 
even a suspicion of any unworthy kind 
sullied his character, and his strong, simple, 
unyielding faith never had subjected him to 
reproach or cynicism. His beautiful charac- 
ter, his great work of humanity, and his solid, 
unswerving honesty inspired the highest re- 
spect among all classes of people. Now that 
the indomitable worker has’ gone to his rest 
he will be mourned as few of his profession 
have been. 
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BOSTON ON BANK CLEARINGS. 

The Boston Beacon thinks it has scored a 
point against Chicago by the announcement 
that the Stock Exchange Clearing-House of the 
Massachusetts city has recently gone into op- 
eration and has considerably diminished the 
volume of the bank clearings, It accuses us 
of having for some time past been striving to 
outdo Boston in the size of its clearing ex- 

“changes, says we “have a way of making 
about four checks to every business transac- 
tion of any size’’ in order to increase our ac- 
counts, and that a man not familiar with the 
way things are done in the two cities will nat- 
urally jump.to the conclusion that Chicago is 
rapidly outstripping Boston as a financial 
center. 

Yes, and some sili have arrived at that 
conclusion after a deliberate study of the situ- 
ation, being also well aware that if the same 
conditions prevailed in each case as to the 
number of banks and relative amount of sav- 
ing by subsidiary clearings the statement would 
be very much in favor of this city. Perhaps 
the Boston paper does not know that we al- 
ready have in Chicago two such diminishizg 
institutions at work—one in the#Stock Ex- 
change recently started and the other on the 
Board of Trade in active operation for more 
than eight years past. Noone who under- 
stands the situation can doubt that the bank 

clearings of this city are diminished far more 
.by the Board of Trade arrangement than those 
of Boston can be by its new deal in the Stock 

‘Exchange, where, after all, it 1s but following 
our lead. If there be any’ truth in the allega- 
tions of some of the men who advocate the 
passage of the Washburn bill in regard to 
““option ”’ trading the $100,000,000 of our Board 
of Trade clearings represent not far from a 
billion of dollars which would pass through the 
banks in the shape of checks each year if bus- 
iness were doneinthe same way.as in the 

early eighties. So Boston is but adopting in 
part the diminishing method that has been in 
full force here for nearly a decade, and but 
for which our bank clearings would havebeen 
the larger of the two for some years past, in 
spite of the greater number of banks in the 
clearing-house system of that: city, which evi- 
dently swells the magnitude of the clearings 
there, if other things be considered equal. 

Nor is there room for the taunt that busi- 
ness-men here have a habit of making about 
four checks to every business transaction in 
order to swell the bank clearings. If all busi- 
néss in the wholosale way were transacted 
strictly by means of checks, each of which 

’ passes through the clearing-hpuse, the clear- 

‘mgs ought to be double the amount of busi- 
ness so transacted. The manufacturer would 


ceive payment for them in the same way when 
sold. A part of the reta:l business is done by 
the use of checks, and if we allow for the fact 
that the annual footings by Tu T'n1suve do 
not include sales of real estate, nor the value 
. of buildings erected, because the material for 
' the latter has alrealy been taken accountof 
under the head of manufactures ;-also that the 
statement not only does not take in @ second 
handling of goods but makes a s

That is, after doubling the business total, 
there is an addition of one-third to the clear- 
ings for checks given by speculators, real- 
estate men, to and by retailers, paid to in- 
surance companies, to gas. companies, and i 
other ways, which are not taken account of 
in the business statement as made by Tue 
Trisune. So the Boston Beacon may be in- 
vited to take back its charges and acknowl- 
edge that they were made without a proper 
understanding of the subject. 


DEMOCRATIC INSULT TO THE PRESIDENT. 

Mr. Arnold of Missouri has introduced a 
resolution in the House, which has been re- 
ferred to the Foreign Affairs committee, re- 
questing the President to recall Minister 
Egan from Chile ‘‘to the end that reciprocity 
of amicable relations between the two coun- 
tries may be had and maintained.” As the 
same resolution contains a gratuitous and 
sneaking insult directed against the President 


in the insinuation’ that he was aware of the 


Chilean apology when he sent his first special 
message to Congress, itis not likely that he 
will receive the insolent partisan request in 
any very amiable mood, much less grant it. 
Apart from the insult itself there is: no rea- 
son why it should -be’ granted. No evidence 
yet has been brought forward that Minister 
Egan has not done his duty honorably and 
effectively. It was many months after the 
Baltimore incident that Chile suddenly dis- 
covered Mr. Egan was a persona non grata, 
and even then in making the request for his 
recall, which it as suddenly withdrew, it gave 
no reasons for its action and made n no charges 
against him, 

From this view of the situation the demand 
for his recall, repeated by Democrats in the 
House, is an insult to the administration. 
There is not the shadow of an excuse for it. 
The Chilean press, before that government 
thought it could curry favor with the Demo- 
cratic element in Congress by requesting his 
recall, had commended his course. The Brit- 
ish Minister praised him for his courage, skill, 
and ability under the most trying circum- 
stances... The real reason for this request is 
that the Democrats never have and never will 
forgive the President for appomting an Irish- 
man to an important position, and a Repub- 
lican Irishman as that.

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HOW TO GET | RID OF BAD MEN, 
One of the sections of the City Election law 


reads thus: 

After the judges and clerks are selected and 
have agteed to serve, then a report of such selec- 
tions shall be made and filed in the County Court, 
and application shall then be made by said board 
[of Election Commissioners] for their confirma- 
tion and appointment; whereupon the court shall 
enter an order that cause,be shown, if any exist, 
against the confirmation and appointment of such 
persons on a day to be fixed by the court, And 
said board shall immediately give notice of such 


order and the names ofall such judges and clerks’ 


and their residence and precinct by causing the 
same to be published. If objections to the ap- 
pointment of any such judge or clerk be filed 
within the time aforesaid the court shall hear 
such objections and the evidence introduced in 
support ther8of, and shall confirm or refuse to 
confirm such nominations as the interests of the 
public may require. No reasons need be given for 
a*refusal to confirm. 

It will be apparent from this that the action 
of the Election Commissioners is not final, 
and that if they select for judge or clerk a 
man not qualified for the office citizens can 
produce evidence of that fact and the County 
Judge can refuse to confirm him. : 

Should it happen therefore that any‘ of the 
individuals selected by the Republican Com- 


missioner are not good men—that they are not | 


Republicans, that they cannot read, write, 

and speak the English language, and do not 
understand the four rules of arithmetic, and 
that they are not persons of good repute—the 
Republicans of the precinct caa produce their 
If any com-

Tue January grand jury had before it 355 
cases.

Barns have n torn down and the 
boards used for firewood; even thatched roofs are 
torn off and the straw made to feed the dying em- 
berg: clothing is given away for bread; horses 
an@eattle are sacrificed at a tithe of their value; 
fodder is as scarce as human _ food, and in some 
cases horseflesh has been sacrificed for sustenance. 
During the winter there isno work, and frequently 
fathers have left their wives and children to fight 
the battle of want alone nga | they could 
do nothing and their absence would lefve fewer 
mouths to feed at home. e bread which many 
are eating is composed of wild arrock, potatoes, 
chaff, and leaves, and these terrible conditions 
inevitably produce disease. Within the radius of 
one mile there are 120 cases of typhus-fever ; pesti- 
lence and hunger are daily gaining ground, and 
pestilence is decimating the people. An official 
estimate of the number of those without food or 
means of support who require aid is given as 
14,000,000 perenne. and this is probably below the 
true number, This loss to Russia by the famine

At 3 o’clock 
in the afternoon the household partook of din- 
ner, one Of the dishes consisting. of salt fish 
and akee, a favorite article of diet with many 
ssainle. Al The akees had been taken froma 
tree in the yard on the previous day, but un- 
fortunately were plucked from a_ branch 
which had been broken about three or four 
days er henge and it is presuméd that the 
fruit had had time to develop its poisonous 
qualities. The family, however, enjoyed their 
meal, and nothing unusual was experienced 
until late Saturday, when two of the children, 
Arnoid Branday and William Pitkin, became 
seriously ill. The former got up from his bed 
and went into his mother’s room complaining 
of thirst, and died afew minutes afterward.

When it is once so made, accarding to the 
new rules adopted by the Senate, 
no other special order can be set until it is 
disposed of, and so it is probable that the dis- 
cussion of the Schmidt bill in the Senate will 
begin about Feb. 11. In the House, however, 
the ‘majority of the Committee on the Sup- 
pression of Intemperance is Republican, 


and though it has the Schmidt bill 
before it, it having been introduced 
in that body by Mr- Richman, it 


is probable that no discussion will be reached 
on the floor for some time, and passibly not 
until the bill comes from the Senate, in case 
it passes that body. The discussion of the 
measure in the Senate may last a couple of 
weeks, as some of the Republican Senators 
have announced their purpose to offer amend- 
ments at every point. Senator Schmidt, in 
commenting upon this proposed actjon of the 
Republicaas today, said: oe 

** They will get an opportunity to vote on 
every phase of the question as presented in the 
bill, and the committee will hold back the 
Dent and Groneweg and other bills, and if 
my bill does not go through the Senate they 
will come at them with the others, so that. if 
they get to working the dilatory amendment 
dodgé they may be brought face to face with 
some measure that will include their amend- 
ment.”’
